APPEAL TEEPLE IRON SUIT

Supplemental Brief Deciare* Company 
Was Held to Be Unlawful In Suite 
In Many of the State*. 


W ashington, Jan. 7.—T hat the su­ 
prem e court of 
the 
United 
States 
should hold the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey to be an unlawful com­ 
bination in restraint of trade, because 
the states have so held it under their 
anti trust 
statutes, is the argum ent 
put forward by Attorney General Wick­ 
e rh a m and Special Counsel Kellogg 
and Severance, in their supplem ental 
brief filed in support of their case 
against the Standard. 
Governm ent counsel also m aintain 
th a t 
congress 
m eant to apply the 
Sherm an anti tru st act “to cover any 
form or device employed to hold to­ 
gether corporations or naturally com 
peting business establishm ents so as 
to elim inate com petition." 
The decisions of various state courts 
declaring the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey a combination in violation 
of state statutes were cited. The stat­ 
utes under which the Standard Oil 
company was declared an unlawful 
com bination in restraint of trade are 
declared to be “in effect as applied to 
Intra state commerce substantially the 
sam e as the Sherm an act applied to 
Interstate commerce." The decisions 
of the states in the view of the attor. 
ney general and the other governm ent 
counsel “evince a great public policy 
of this nation, which is a m aterial con­ 
sideration in this court.” 
States Enforcing Anti-Trust Laws. 


The point Is made that many of the 
states are enforcing these statutes, 
and "unless the federal governm ent en­ 
forces the Sherm an act we shall have 
the anom alous condition of these great 
com binations being held invalid as to 
intra state commerce 
and excluded 
from the states, while as to interstate 
com merce they may continue to do 
business under the shield of federal 
authority." 
In every case brought against the 
Standard Oil company in any of the 
states under a n titru st statutes, the 
com bination has been held to be In­ 
valid, says the governm ent’s counsel. 
The 
governm ent’s 
brief contends 
that com binations effected by purchase 
are equally within the inhibitions of 
the law. This was in reply to the con­ 
tention of the Standard Oil attorneys 
that the first section of the Sherman 
law did not cover the combinations 
brought about through 
purchase of 
com peting concerns. The attorneys for 
the Standard Oil company contend in 
their brief that purchases a n i acquisi­ 
tions of property are not contracts, 
com binations or conspiracies in re­ 
straint of trade, and that as a person 
has a right to buy a com peting busi­ 
ness and that the incidental restraint 
width goes with this purchase cannot 
be prohibited by congress. 
The attorney general and his asso­ 
ciates dismissed this contention by the 
statem ent that it Is the sam e kind of 
argum ent G at was urged in the North­ 
ern Securities company, in which the 
ourt held to the contrary. The gov­ 
ernm ent’s 
counsel 
Insist 
that 
the 
status of the Standard Oil Company 
of Now Jersey presents exactly the 
same situation ss the N orthern Securi­ 
ties case. 


FAVOR 433 SEATS IN HOUSE 


Census Committee Tentatively Agrees 
on Reapportionment. 
W ashington, Jan. 7.—Congressional 
reapportionm ent under the new cen­ 
sus figures so as to increase the mem­ 
bership of the house to 433 was the 
plan tentatively favored by the house 
com m ittee on census at a meeting. 
This figure would protect each state 
from diminished num erical representa­ 
tion and is exclusive of Arizona and 
New Mexico. 
T he com m ittee will m eet again ob 
Tuesday, when census Director Du­ 
rand and two of his assistants, Messri. 
Wilcox and Hill, each of whom has 
presented plans for the reapportion­ 
ment. will discuss their views.

He said that 
he could not tell whether this had been 
taken in wine or not 
Relative to poison in the chewing 
gum found In Ute mouth of Twigg. be 
declared there were no traces, and 
that the poison was found in the stom­ 
ach and uo other organ. 
Dr George L. Broaden followed Dr. 
Harrington and corroborated blin I* 
his testimony. 
Dr William R Foard, the first phy­ 
sician to arrive on the scene, testified 
that May Ekaiser, sister of the dead 
girl, who had fainted, showed decided 
symptoms of cyanide poisoning.

hoard said the convulsions, mottled 
condition of the* face, staring expres­ 
sion, blood tinged foam on the mouth 
and other symptoms in May’s condition 
were those of slight poisoning. May 
was revived after fifteen minutes’ of 
work.

Dr. Foard said that when he entered 
the house the family was all agitated,

countries, and, 
Resolved. That ae favor the Immediate 
amendment of th** present tariff act so ai 
To reduce the excessive protection now 
given to many staple manufactured aril 


by trusts and monopoly combinations; 
and, 
Resolved, That wa urge a material re­ 
duction of the duties on all articles which 
ars sold by our manufacturers in foreign 
markets at lower prices than those charged 
to the people of the country; and. 
Resolved, That we favor the negotiation 
of commercial treaties that will open up 
new markets for American products and 
do away with tariff war# which now shut 
our farm products out of many foreign 
countries. 
Whereas. The farmers are the largest 
shippers of freight over our railways and 
any Increase In freight rats* la, In the 
last analysis, chiefly paid by thorn; and, 
Whereas, The railroads are now demand­ 
ing the right to charge higher freight and 
passenger rates, for which we believe 
there Is no Justification; therefore. 
Resolved, That the national grange fa­ 
vors the strlot regulation by the federal 
government of a1! railroads engaged In 
interstate commerce and urges that the in­ 
terstate commerce commission forbid any 
Increase in freight or passenger rates un­ 
less it can be shown that such increase 
Is necessary In order to pay (air dividends 
on the capital aotually invested In the 
road. 
Resolved, That wa favor th* enactment 
of legislation to provide for ascertaining 
the true value of the railroads of the 
oountry so that It oan bs readily seen 
whether the proposed increase in charges 
is Justifiable. 


A NEW MOVEMENT. 


A Central Bureau of Information end 
Research Suggested. 
Upon the adjournment of the na­ 
tional grange the repreeentatlon there­ 
in from the various state granges that 
believe In a forward and progressive 
policy met and after discussion un ani 
mo .sly agreed to form a permanent 
organization. 
The meeting adopted 
the following: 
Resolved. That it la the sense of this 
body that a i>ermanent organisation of 
progressive state granges ie desirable 
to deliberate upon and consider state 
affairs as recommended by State Mas­ 
ter Keg ley In his annual address to 
the Washington state grange Jnne 
7-10, 1910. ss follow*: 
Th* establishment of th# home gover­ 
nors and th*> organization of various soc! 
etles to bring about uniformity of state 
laws which common sense shows should 
be uniform indicate a policy of co-opera­ 
tion which It would be well for the state 
granges to adopt. 
I believe that a con­ 
ference of atate granges to consider pure­ 
ly state matters would bo of Inestimable 
value. 
And aa the state mn st era come 
together once a year to consider national 
affairs It would cost very little to stay 
together a day or two longer and organ­ 
ise a session to consider state affairs. 
Each atate grange could well afford this 
alight extra expense, and I believe that 
It would he to our credit lf we take the 
Initiative to bring about such a confer­ 
ence. 
The one great need, as I have come to 
see It. both In our national and state 
work, la a central bureau of Information 
and research. 
Every organization other 
than our farm organisations that I know 
of maintains Just such a buraou in charge 
of trained experts, with an ample Staff of 
assistants to maintain the bureau In a 
high state of effectiveness 
Any member 
of the National Manufacturers* associa­ 
tion , for example, lf the need arises, can 
wire headquarters and receive by return 
wire or mall the Information required 
There Is not a business association of any 
Importance that I know of that la not 
organised In the same way. 
We need such a bureau and must have 
It lf we are to be as effective an organ­ 
isation as we ought to be. 
No man can 
do research work and stay on the firing 
line attending to executive work and at 
the same time keep his health lf he ta 
honest In his efforts to do both. 
The 
Washington grange of course could not 
maintain a bureau of this kind, but I be­ 
lieve we could co-operate with other state 
granges to maintain one that would be 
as efficient as and th* equal of any bureau 
maintained by other organisations. Thesi 
ar* things I would like you to consider, 
and I would be glad to take these matters 
up with other state masters with a view 
to securing united action lf Instructed by 
you to do so officially by the Washington 
state grange. 
Resolved, That a committee com 
[totted of one member from each atate 
grange represented In thia conference 
or from such state granges aa shall 
formally n*quest to be admitted to 
membership In such permanent organ 
Hatton shall draft a plan of permanent 
organization aud submit same to the 
respective state granges for their con 
slderation 
or 
approval, 
each state 
executive committee to appoint its owu 
member of said committee, which shall 
be designated as ’‘committee on per 
manent organization.” Said committee 
on permanent organ!**tion shall act 
as tho executive committee of the con 
ferenee.—American Agriculturist.
